Good Selections Can Be Made at Reasonable Prices 


There are few if any cargoes of Bristle coming from abroad. For this and other reasons Pure Bristle is 
quite scarce. Horsehair, much of which formerly came from South America, is also scarce. Judging from 
present foreign conditions, we recommend that our customers buy brushes now, while good selections can 


be had. 

Plasterers Brushes Fully Guaranteed to be as represented at time of purchase to be free from defects in 
workmanship and materials, but cannot guarantee after being used. 

Results Obtained Depend on Care Given. Many materials used by plasterers contain alkalies (or acids) 
which even in very small quantities are very harmful to bristle. The harm done during use is, naturally, 
unavoidable, but the “after use’’ harm can definitely be reduced, if not entirely eliminated. The real damage 
to the hogs’ bristles comes by allowing the wet alkali (or acid) to remain in the damp bristles after the 
brush has been partially washed out and hung up to dry. Only complete removal of all the injurious ma- 
terial will prevent the bristles from being burned and ruined for further use. This CAN be done by washing 
your brush thoroughly in running water right down to the ferrule edge and along the plugs in the center of 


he brush. 
NINE POINTS TO FOLLOW 


Try practicing the following rules and see if your brush dollar doesn’t stretch much farther: 


1. Never let a brush stand in water. 

2. Wash your brush (IMMEDIATELY AFTER USING) in running cold water, outside and middle; then 

in a neutral soap solution, finishing with clear luke-warm water to completely rinse clean. 

3. Whip out excess water (without striking brush against anything that would damage ferrule or setting) 

and comb gently, but thoroughly, with an ordinary comb to straighten all bristles. 

4, Hang the brush up to dry, bristles pointing downward. For best results, have two brushes and alternate 
their use. This allows for thorough drying. A continuously wet brush swells at the ferrule and the 
bristles rot and become floppy. 

. Never try to do a finishing job with a brush you have used most of the day for washing down. To 
work properly, the bristles of a brush should be dry when you start. 

6. If the brush is to be put away for a short time, allow it to hang until completely dry. Then comb again, 
dipping comb in water to moisten and straighten outer bristles. Wrap the brush immediately in heavy 
paper. The paper should be shaped exactly like the original wrapper—that is, wedge shape. Be sure 
all the bristles lie in their proper place. 

7. Hang the wrapped brush up, or lay it on a flat surface. 

8. If the brush is not to be used for some time, place some naphtha flakes or a piece of tar paper in the 
wrapper—moths will destroy bristles. 

9. Keep the brush away from hot temperatures. 

Number Four is Important. Disregard for point four (4) is the cause for many brush troubles. What con- 
stitutes ‘‘dry’’ to the user and the meaning of “‘dry’’ to the brush manufacturer is probably the nucleus 
of the problem of brushes swelling at the heel. 

And No Fooling. ‘‘Dry’’ means absolutely dry. The brush must be given time to allow every bit of 
moisture to leave the bristles, heel and plug. This is why so many old-time plasterers used two brushes 
and alternated their use. A plasterer’s brush used today shoud be allowed to dry tonight, all day tomorrow 
and Nora aed night. The following day it is ready to be used again, if drying conditions are satisfactory— 
not before. 

Manufacturers still preach this procedure for obtaining best results from brushes. However, it appears

HOW TO USE THE BRICK MASON’S RULE No. 167 


1. To determine which one of the ten scales to use when 
plans call for a mortar joint of specified thickness, add average 
thickness of a brick and the mortar joint specified, place thumb 
nail on edge of rule opposite this total in inches and turn rule 
over to find which gauge mark on Mason's Scale is opposite. 
This will be correct scale to use. Note: A common method of 
determining this spacing, to average the thickness of the bricks, 
is to measure the height of four bricks in inches and add four 
times the specified mortar thickness. Then place thumb nail 
on edge of rule opposite this total in inches and turn over to 
find which gauge mark on the Mason's Scale is opposite. For 
example, four courses in 11 inches will be opposite scale mark 6. 

2. To determine what scale to use for even courses in a 
given space, measure opening with brick mason’s scale, laying 
brick to scale mark which is closest to space given. Note: It is 
well to check scale spacings before selecting one of the several 
that may be used in order to use a scaie that will give a mortar 
thickness nearest to the one specified. Illustration: Suppose 
opening which shows either Scale 4 or Scale 6 as giving even 
courses. Scale 4 spacing is 25", Scale 6 spacing is 234". With 
‘brick averaging 21/"" Scale 4 would give Y" joint while Scale 6 
would give 14” joint.
